Allowable Subject Matter 

1. Claims 1-6 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for 
allowance: claims are allowable at least for the reason that the 
prior art does not teach or reasonably suggest the prism sheet 
having a concave pentagonal structure satisfying the conditional 
equations as set forth in the claimed combination. Kim (US 
2003/0234900 Al) discloses a prism sheet having a convex 
pentagonal structure (Fig. 6) and also doe not satisfy the 
conditional equations as set forth in the claimed combination.
